Miss Davis’ career naturally, because of her youth, has been a short one. 
She was born in Lowell, Massachusetts and received her education in the vicinity 
of Boston and New York. She is a descendant of the Le Favours, who were at 
one time prominent in theatricals in France. Miss Davis’ first appearance was 
as a dancer in Frank Conroy’s production of ‘““A Midsummer Night’s Dream.” 
Later she won a scholarship at the Milton-Anderson school which led to an en- | 
gagement with the George Cukor stock company in Rochester. She returned 
to New York to play the lead in the Provincetown Playhouse production of 
“The Earth Between.’ Her success in this role led to her engagement with 
Blanch Yurka’s Ibsen Repertory Company on tour, during the past spring. 
Miss Davis will be remembered by our patrons for her fine performance in our 
production of Mr. Pim Passes By last summer.

We Have Our Own Plant 
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Among the new members of the permanent Cape Playhouse company is 
Mr. Cecil Clovelly, the technical director. An Englishman, and after leaving 
the Camborne University of Mining Engineering, Mr. Clovelly turned to 
theatrical work, gaining a well recognized reputation in playing ‘‘the clowns,”’ 
comedy parts, in Shakespearean repertory. His name as a comedian became 
more greatly known in the musical comedy and revue fields, coming to America 
in 1914 in ‘“‘To-night’s the Night.’’ For several seasons he played in John 
Barrymore's supporting casts of ‘Peter Ibetson,’’ “Richard III,” “‘Hamlet,”’ 
and “The Jest.’’ During the World War, Mr. Clovelly served in The Royal 
Air Force, and returned to this country afterwards, playing six seasons for 
Arthur Hopkins in “‘Night’s Lodging’ and other productions. At the Green- 


~ wich Village Theatre, he played the principle parts in “‘Emperor Jones,”’ ‘‘Pa- 


tience,’ and ‘“‘Love for Love.’’ “Iwo seasons ago, Mr. Clovelly acted as 
technical director for the Basil Sydney-Mary Ellis company at the Garrick, and 
this past season as the director for Blanche Yurka’s repertory of Ibsen plays. 





GENE GOWING 


Mr. Gowing was born in Dublin, New Hampshire. His first connection 
with the theatre was as an art director for Stuart Walker’s company. Later he 
served in the same capacity for Ruth St. Denis at her summer camp in Peter- 
borough, New Hampshire. His first’ acting engagement was with Richard 
Bennett in “The Dancers.”’ With this play Mr. Gowing toured to the West 
coast, remaining there for two years to play leads in moving pictures. Once 
more he turned his talents to the legitimate theatre and did some directing for 
Oliver Morosco. Returning East last fall, Mr. Gowing played in ‘“‘Courage”’ 
with Janet Beecher throughout the entire season.
